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INTRODUCTION 


Milk  is  a  commodity  distributed  in  this  country  on  a  colossal 
scale  and  the  householder  takes  for  granted  the  daily  delivery  of  his 
milk  requirements o  He  seldom,  if  ever,  gives  a  thought  to  the 
organisation  behind  this  routine  daily  service..  There  have,  however, 
been  indications  in  the  press  that  retail  dairies  have  difficulties 
in  maintaining  the  service  and  that  the  public  may  find  in  the 
future  that  delivery  of  milk  daily,  seven  days  a  week,  may  not 
always  be  possible e 

The  labour  troubles  of  the  dairy  trade  may  not  be  peculiar 
to  that  trade,  and  in  any  case  are  not  perhaps  the  concern  of  the 
public o  But  the  public  does  have  some  responsibility  particularly 
for  milk  bottles  ;  to  ensure  that  empty  bottles  are  not  hoarded  and 
that  they  are  available  for  collection  and  return  to  the  distribution 
in  a  really  clean  condi tionQ 

Dairies  use  bottle  washing  machines  which  are  a  triumph  of 
efficiency  and  ingenuity,  and  with  very  rare  exceptions  no 
bottle  is  delivered  to  a  customer  which  is  not  scrupulously  clean 
before  it  is  filled..  However,  unless  the  customer  takes  care  to 
rinse  all  milk  bottles  before  the  milk  residue  has  hardened  into  a 
film  the  cleansing  of  bottles  becomes  a  very  difficult  task  indeed 
for  the  dairy  concerned.,  Furthermore,  it  is  a  punishable  offence 
to  use  milk  bottles  for  such  fluids  as  paraffin,  turpentine  and 
petrol o 

A  development  in  milk  delivery  which  may  alleviate  some  of  the 
present  difficulties  is  the  use  of  disposable  containers.,  Those  in 
use  experimentally  are  pyramid  shaped  cartons  which  have  proved 
satisfactory  so  far„  The  chief  points  in  their  favour  ares  - 
cleanliness;  ease  of  handling;  elimination  of  "returns"  and  replace¬ 
ments  o  In  the  first  place  a  large  caravan  site  was  chosen  for  the 
first  trial  and  this  has  been  a  complete  success0  Before  such  a 
system  becomes  widespread,  however,  the  public  will  have  to  learn 
to  forget  its  present  preference  for  glass  bottles  in  which  the  milk 
can  be  seen., 

The  district  still  has  problems  in  drainage,  and  although  an 
immense  amount  has  been  done  in  the  last  twenty  years  and  very  large 
sums  of  money  have  been  spent,  such  progress  is  small  consolation  to 
ratepayers  who  still  have  to  tolerate  conditions  which  are  unsatisfactory 
to  say  the  least o

The  amount  of  grant  payable  under  the  standard  grant  scheme 
remains  at  one  half  of  the  cost  subject  to  a  maximum  of  £135  in  respect 
of  the  provision  of  water  closet,  bath,  wash-hand  basin,  hot  and  cold 
water  system  to  bath,  basin  and  sink,  and  food  store 0  This  limit, 
however,  can  be  increased  to  £350  under  certain  circumstances,  namely, 
where  septic  tank  drainage  has  to  be  installed,  and  where  a  bathroom 
cannot  be  provided  otherwise  than  by  adding  to  the  existing  structure 
or  converting  an  outbuilding  for  this  purpose.  Also,  where  piped  water 
is  laid  on  into  a  dwelling  for  the  first  time.  Under  this  scheme  the 
dwelling  in  question  must  be  reasonably  fit  after  the  above-mentioned 
amenities  have  been  provided. 

The  discretionary  grant  scheme  also  continues  to  remain  in  force 
and  in  this  case  the  dwellings  have  to  be  brought  up  to  a  definite 
standard.  The  maximum  grant  obtainable  is  £400  or  half  the  cost 
whichever  is  the  less.  The  giving  of  grant  under  this  scheme  is  entirely 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Council  but  in  the  case  of  refusal  the  Council 
must  give  its  reasons.  The  standard  grant  is,  of  course,  compulsory. 

The  conditions  governing  all  grants  apply  for  three  years. 

During  the  year,  applications  for  discretionary  grants  were  received 
for  the  improvement  of  19  dwellings.  Of  these,  18  were  approved  and  one 
refused.  The  number  of  houses  reconditioned  during  1966  with  the  aid  of 
this  grant  was  24,  and  since  the  Act  came  into  force  the  number  of  houses 
completed  is  579°
